Press is celebrating 
100th year in 1981 


On Friday, March 11, [88% William 
Mears began publishing Boyne City's 
first newspaper, The Standard. 

For 100 years, through nymerous 
publishers and name changes. the 
paper has continued to serve the 
community and the county and this 
March The Charlevoix County Press, a 
direct descendant of The Standard, will 
celebrate its 100th birthday. 

The Press will be celebrating all year 
long by sponsoring a number of special 
activities. It should be a good year for 
tocal history buffs, as the City of Boyne 
Citv is also celebrating an anniversary 
this year—it’s 125th. 

While The Standard is believed to 
have been published briefly in 1879 for 
about six months, in March of 1881 the 
paper was revived and began contin- 
uous publication. 

In 1883 Phil Badour of Harbor 
Springs bought The Standard and 
renamed it The Statesman. Miley and 
Chapin bought the paper in 1886 and it 
was renamed The Boyne Citizen. 

James R. Campbell bought Miley’s 
interest in 1888 and became the editor 
in partnership with Chapin, Under 
Campbell the volumes and issue 
numbers were changed to make ane end 
of the year in November. 

In 1889 F. M. Chase bought out 
Chapin and a few months later Warren 
Wood mouen out Chase. Wood and

The earllest edition of the 
‘‘Boyne Citizen’’ which The Press 
has been able to locate is dated 
Jan. 21, 1887. Anyone with copfes 
of earlier editions or copies of 
either ‘‘The Standard’’ or ‘‘The 
Statesman”’ are asked to contact 
The Press. 


Sm a I IETS 
Campbell ran the paper until 1894 when 
Wayne R. Morris bought out the 
partners in September of that year. 
Morris published the paper untt] 1900 
when it was bought by Sim R. Wilson, 
Wilson sold the paper to George Baxter 


in 1906. The paper was sold by Baxter in 


1910 to Boyne City Publishing Co. 
which combined The Citizen with the 
Evening Journal (a daily) into a single 
publication, 

At that time there were four papers in 
Boyne City. The other two were the 
Boyne City Times, published by Will 
Griffin; and the Boyne City Bee, 
published by printer William Halloran. 

From. 1910 until 1914 the new 
publishing company had four news 
editors, Messrs. Worthing, Moyer, 


Sutherland and. George Kent. In 1914 _ 


the publishers bought the Times from 
Will Griffin, and W. Ray Baker became 
the editor.

E. E. Ormsby succeeded Baker in 
1917 as editor. Clark Haire, a rail- 
road. man for the White interests, 
bought out the publishing company in 
1926. Haire operated the paper until his 
death in 1937. 


Following his death, Mr. and Mrs. 
Guy B. Baker and Ray Baker, all of 
whom had worked in the business for 
several years, purchased the paper. In 
1949, Guy Baker died, A. Gregg Smith 
became its editor and Mrs. Baker 
continued as publisher until 1960 when 
Smith and his wife Margaret bought the 
business, 


On Oct. 31, 1968 The Boyne Citizen 
and the East Jordan News Herald, 
owned by Marshal! Sayles, current 
Press columnist, were merged and the 
name was changed to The Northland 
Press. 


On Sept. 19, 1974 the paper had its 
last name change and became The 
Charlevoix County Press. 

On April 21, 1977, Frank Noverr 
purchased Gregg Publications from 
Gregg and Margaret Smith and became 
the new owner with Mike Ready as the 
editor. 

In November of 1977 George Colburn 
and Paul Marcus, purchased The Press 
from Noverr. 

Since that time we have had two 


editors, Joe McElroy and the current 
editor, Jim Baumann. 
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CETA funds cut: 
Officials cry foul

All CETA Title VI workers will be laid 
off by March 1, at the latest, says Alton 
M. Shipstead, Director of the Nortwest 
Michigan Manpower Consortium. This 
layoff of 41 people in Charlevoix County 


will reduce payroll in the county by. 


approximately $35,000 per month. 

Shipstead said that every CETA 
employer had received a letter explain- 
ing that the program could close by Jan. 
31. He said that he was trying to extend 
his money as far as possible, but that he 
expected the next letter to be a ‘‘lay-off 
letter.’’ That letter would be going out 
in a week or two. 

“If the CETA employers have the 
money, they may keep the workers on, 
if not they’ll be laid off,’’ Shipstead 
explained. Those that are laid off would 
be eligible for unemployment compen- 
sation if they meet the normal 
requirements. 

Asked about the cost to the tax- 
payers, Shipstead said that the layoff, 
which is being caused by a $900-million 
dollar federal budget cut, will in fact 
cost the taxpayers more, 

“It will cost more money,'’ he said. 


“Some of these workers will end up on 
" unemployment and some on welfare. 


They won’t pay taxes on what they 
receive through unemployment or 
welfare and the public won't receive the 
service work they are doing.’’ 

Officials in Boyne City, Boyne Falls, 
Charlevoix and East Jordan were all 
distressed at the prospects of losing 
their CETA Title VI employees, and 
most had no funds available with which 
to replace them. 

Big Brothers and Big Sisters of 
Charlevoix County appears to be among 
those that will suffer the most. Nancy 
Wood, coordinator and director of the 
group, said she had just been notified 
that they would probably not receive 
$6500 from Juvenile Justice Funding. 
This, along with the loss of two CETA 
workers, is really going to hurt. 

“I don’t know what we’re going to 
do,’’ Wood said, The only other money 
the group receives will come from the 
sale of Christmas trees this past 
Christmas and from the United Way. 

If CETA takes the workers and the 
juvenile funding is removed too, Wood 
said, ‘'I’ll just work a few hours a week, 
mostly on a volunteer basis and try to 
keep it afloat. If ] get paid at all, I'll get 
about 40 hours a month.”’ 

There are currently 153 people 
involved in the program with about 52 
matches. The rest involved in the 
program are on a waiting list for big 
brothers or big sisters. 

The two workers that would be lost 
are a case worker for Boyne City and 
East Jordan and a secretary in the 


Charlevoix office. Both are full time 
-employees. ; 


There are three CETA employees at 
Charlevoix County Transit. Art 
Saworski, director, explained that 
because of funding from elsewhere, 
“We're able to take the people over to 
the transit program.”’ 


Short notice for many 


Most CETA Title VI employers 
were taken by surprise with 
notification by mail that CETA 
workers might be laid off by Jan. 
16. (Now extended to Jan. 31)

Several employers expressed 
surprise when contacted by The 
Press because they thought the 
letter ‘‘wasn’t really that serious.”’ 

Kate Schafer, Chamber of 
Commerce manager in Boyne City

At the Charlevoix County Commis- 
sion on Aging, where Saworski is the 
coordinator, the picture is a little 
different. There are three CETA 
workers there but no funds with which 
to retain them, 

Saworski said the CETA cut would be 
bad ‘‘because one of the employees is 
the director of the senior center in 
Boyne City and one is the mainten- 
ance man at the East Jordan center. 
These are important to us. If we lost 
those, I don’t know what we can do, We 
just don't have the funds.”’ 

‘Tt will definitely cut down on 
services in Boyne City,’’ Saworski said, 
if there is no director. The other CETA 
position is a special service coordin- 
ator. 

Also affecting Boyne City will be the 
loss of Joy Rouleau, a full-time secre- 
tary at the Boyne City Area Chamber of 
Commerce. Manager Kate Schafer said 
the chamber has already written 
numerous letters in an attempt to find a 
way to keep Rouleau. ‘‘The chamber 
needs Joy to help keep our office open 
six days a week,’’ Schafer said. 

Tim Clifton, city manager of Boyne 
City, said that the loss of their two 
CETA workers would cause a problem. 
“We will have to do without,” he said. 
‘Either services won’t be done or we’ll 
have to reassign and readjust our 
priorities.” 

‘‘No way do we have the money to 
bring them on full-time,’’ Clifton said. 
Qne of these employees works at the 
wastewater treatment plant and the 
other works for the street department. 

Boyne Falls School Superintendent 
Ray Mouch said he was ‘‘waiting to see 
what happens.’’ He said that if these 
cuts did occur, the loss of the two CETA 
workers at the schools would ‘‘probably 
hurt our program.’’ 

East Jordan schools had the same 
response, There are four CETA workers 
there and financial supervisor Ruby 
Dipzinski said the school ‘‘wouldn’t be 
able to replace them. It would hurt.”’ 

Fern Morris, East Jordan city clerk- 


ing it. I was devastated when the 
letter came. I] had just completed 
the 1981 budget and just balanced 
it. It was a real blow.’’ The contract 
from CETA was originally through 
Sept. 30. 

CETA workers contacted all 
expressed dismay and surprise. 
Case worker for Big Brothers and 
Big Sisters of Charlevoix County, 
Charlotte McKay said ‘‘] was quite 
surprised.’’ Mc Kay’s contract was 
supposed to last through Septem- 
ber and she said she wasn’t 
expecting any change. 

While a few CETA workers may 
be hired on with other funds, most 
will have to either find new jobs or or 
file for unemployment. 


treasurer, said city officials were ‘‘keep- 
ing our fingers crossed and waiting.’’ 
Five CETA workers are employed by 
the city, including one in the clerk- 
treasurer's office, one with the police, 
one on the street crews, and two at the 
public library. 

‘We're still trying to figure a way to 
keep part of them,’’ Mortis said. ‘‘But 
we just don’t know.” 

Barbara Alger, children’s libarian for 
East Jordan said ‘‘I’m hoping that it 
doesn’t happen, If we lost them we will 
be back to three people in the library.’’ 
Alger went on to say that the cut would 
create a ‘‘two-fold problem. State aid 
has been cut and now if we lost CETA, 
well, we're hurting!"’ 


Probably one of the most vocal 
officials in the county regarding the 
CETA cutback is county emergency 
services director Ear! Muma. There are 
two CETA workers in emergency ser- 
vices. Muma said they were both in the 
house numbering system to assign a 
different number to every house in the 
county. 

‘It would be a loss to the county,”’ 
Muma said. ‘‘There is nothing in the 
budget for numbering. If the federal 
government is dumb enough to cut 
them out of CETA and put inem on 
unemployment they have their head— 
(in the wrong place).”’ 

“] don’t know who we have to go to, 
to make them see daylight,’’ Muma 
continued, ‘‘but we’ve got to do 
something. Let’s let the people work 
(instead of draw unemployment). The 
economy is rotten,’’

With typical government intelli- 
gence a U.S. senator from Florida 
has aided once again in cutting what 
little. Michigan gets back from the 
federal government and raised the 
cost of getting it. 


In an amendment made Dec. 17, 
the national CETA budget was cut by 
$900 million dollars. This cut will 
reduce Charlevoix County’s total 
payroll by approximately $35,000 
monthly or nearly one half million 
dollars a year. 


We realize that taxpayers were in 
a cost-cutting mood when they cast 
their ballots last November. And 
we're not advocating that all CETA 
programs be retained forever, But 
when government reacts to public 
opinion, it should react in a res- 
ponsible manner. Some of the latest 
cuts are being made with less than a 
month's notice, when the CETA 
employers thought they had commit- 
ments for funding for nine months.

“Why change EJ Tourist Park? 


Editor, 


The Charlevoix County Press ran an - 


article in their Jan, 8 issue on the 
updating of the East Jordan Tourist 
Park with the grant funds from the DNR 
of $30,000. The money would be used 
for building a berm around the park to 
shut out noise, especially along M-66. 

This berm would be four feet high 
with bushes and trees on top of the 
berm, This idea is aggravating the 
homeowners on the west side of M-66 as 
this will cut off their view of the lake. 

As | remember, as a councilman for 
the past two years, when this grant 
money from the DNR was granted, it 
stipulated the upgrading of the beach 
area and boat docking facilities, not for 
a berm with bushes and trees. 

This article also stated quote: ‘‘City 
council members, however, concluded 
the Tourist Park was not the proper 
place for permanent and semi-per- 
manent residents whose low rent and 
prime location were subsidized by East 
Jordan taxpayers.’’ 

In commenting on this item I would 
like to say the low rent the article 
mentioned is still higher than what is 
paid at Lakeview Village, a mobile home 
park in Boyne City, and there is so much

mote to be offered there—like larger 


lots. 

Further, the article states that it’s 
not the proper place for permanent and 
semi-permanent homes. If this be true, 
why did the city government give 


‘building permits to mobile homeowners 


in the East Jordan Tourist Park for 
adding awnings and paved patios? A 
good deal of money was spent by mobile 
homeowners to upgrade their homes. 
All mobile homes are maintained by 
their owners with no help from the city 
as to planting trees, mowing lawns, etc. 


The article also states ‘‘the low rent 
and prime locations were subsidized by 
East Jordan taxpayers.’’ Most tax- 
payers don’t realize that before the 
moratorium was put on the park there 
were 41 permanent mobile homes with 
10 more semi-permanent mobile homes 
that were maintained year-around. 

These 51 mobile homes paid three 
dollars a month in taxes, two dollars 
going for schoo! taxes and one dollar to 
city government. This amounts to taxes 
of $1,836 a year for approximately seven 
acres that these homes were located on. 

The mobile homes that are still in the 
park (20 at present) give the city a rental 


income: of, $1,620 a month which 
increases considerably through the 
summer months. 


As most people going by the Tourist 
Park can see, there is no travel trailer 
business duting the six or seven months 
during the winter, So how can the park 
be self-supporting when the permanent 
mobile homes are gone? 


The article also states that the ‘‘park 
is not meant as a source of revenue for 
the city government. " If this be true 
why was our rent raised two or three 
times in the last few years? 


The sorry part of the whole thing is 
there has always been plenty of room 
for mobile homes, travel trailers, 
tenters, and picnickers, so why change 
it now? 

1 do have hopes that the city council 
with new members and mayor will 
review some of these statistics and 
come up with a suitable formula for all’ 
concerned. In this day and age how far: 
will $30,000 go anyway?

Jake and f had more contents in our 
house than I could have ever imagined. 
We were in one way lucky because 
everything was only heat and smoke 
damaged. We had visual things to 
inventory. Even then we missed many 
articles, because I couldn't remember 


by looking at melted things what they 
were. 


It took us and the neighbors three 
months to figure out the costs of 
everything, when we bought them and 
how long we had them. Believe me, this 
was a lot of work, especially when 
you're sti]] in a state of shock. 


It would be much easier to take one 
evening a week and do it before you 
have a fire...you'll be surprised what 
you have in one room. A kitchen drawer 
could have over a $100 of contents. 


After figuring our inventory we found 
we were way under-insured on con- 
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tents, only because we never took time’ 
to do what I'm trying to tell you to do. - 


Please don’t feel like we did, that this: 
could never happen to you...we average. 
about 70 to 80 fires a year in the Boyne. 
City area and the next one could be at: 
your home.

anything even after reading this, but 1’ll: 
be pleased to have 25 percent. Our fire: 
prompted quite a few of our friends to. 
take inventory. We hope you'll be: 
added to that list. We've been there.

Well isn’t that the 
kind of ‘‘fire dritt’’ folks are being given 
in regard to a possible nuclear accident 
at Big Rock? 

I have not seen the new booklet on the 
‘‘evacuation plan’’ so I’m writing from 
what I've read in the area news media 
and heard in an interview by a lady from 
radio station KHQ and Earl Muma, 
Charlevoix County Emergency Services 
Director. 

] was more concerned with what he 
did NOT say than what he did. The 
reporter asked concerning a hypothe- 
tical situation—though perfectly logi- 
cal—‘'What if the alarm sounds and we 
are told to head somewhere south and 
I'm on the south side of town but my 
family lives on the north side, my 
children ‘are in school and my first 
impulse is.to head for the school to pick 
up my children?’” 

Mr. Muma did not give a single word 
in explanation of that question! You'd 
think it was a six foot rattlesnake to be 
avoided at all costs! I’ve only seen one 
mention of the children in all the media 
reports in the past year, A couple of 
months ago there was mention that if 
school was in session school buses 
would transport the children to shelters 
in East Jordan and Boyne City. 

Is someone trying to kid someone? | 
would think that one-third to one-half of 


the pupils in Charlevoix walk to school,

Glide, slide 


BY TRISH WRIGHT 


Just about anyone can cross-country 
ski. All you need are two long thin 
boards of wood or fiberglass, two poles 
and the ability to pick yourself up 
cheerfully from the snow. 

Learning from a professional is the 
best way to introduce yourself to this 
silent sport, but if you just want to go it 
alone take along a good friend and 
strike a posture that resembles some of 
the following positions. 

Choose a level area for your first 
outing. Once you have started walking 
on skis, walk in a circle and then start 
back around the circle. You will 
immediately realize that breaking 
through virgin snow is more difficult 
than skiing on snow that is packed. 

Ski poles should be used to assist 
your balance when you begin to take 
longer strides. Keep a mental picture of 
Bill Koch, the American cross-country 
Olympic skier in your mind. 

Now doa few cross-country moves 
while standing in place. Support 
yourself with both poles, draw one foot 
back, lift it and move forward. Repeat 
this exercise while pushing as hard and 
fast as you can. As you become heated, 
remember to change your feet, it’s too 
late to change your mind. 

Start skiing by bringing the rear ski 
forward and gliding on it. Before the 
glide has ended give the other foot the 
same workout. Lift your ski slightly off 
the snow so that it skims forward on the 
tip and bears no weight until after the 
feet have passed. 

When you come toa hill bend your 
knees to absorb some of the shock. This 
saves your nervous system from undue 
stress and really can be helpful on the 
downhill slide. Notice that it is at this 
point that we shift from glide to stride. 

Your next downhill attempt should 
include shifting your weight from side 
to side. Lift one ski off the snow for an 
instant before quickly putting it back 
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Beginners are usually snow covered daring thetr first cross-country outings but a 
cheertu! smile and a try It again attitude are important tools for learning to ski. 


down. Keep at it until you can ski 
downhill first on one foot and then on 
the other. Hum a few bars of a slow easy 
rhythm while you're shifting and 
dancing downhill. 

Now you are on the level and 
hopefully you arrived at that position 
standing up. Glide and turn by picking 
one ski off the ground and setting it 
down at a small angle to the track. The 
second ski follows so that it is parallel to 
the first ski. Perpendicular poses are 
out in cross-country skiing.
